Greece as result of the epidemic of 
dengue fever and 
300,000 
persons 
are suffering — including Premier 
Venizelos and five oth er members of 
th e cabinet, dispatches to 
London 
newspapers said today. 
A dispatch to th e Daily Mail said 
t h a t there was general concern over 
P rem ier Venizelos' condition. 
He 
was reported previously 
as 
being 
confined in a hospital and suffering 
only slightly from the disease. 
The health ministry, 
th e 
Daily 
Mail said, reported that at present 
th e re were 300,000 cases th ro u g h o u t 
Greece and th a t tourists had been 
requested to postpone visits to the 
n ation pending a cessation of the 
epidemic. 
The Daily Express reported from 
A thens th a t there had been 
1.000 
de a th s and th a t 
1.000,000 persons 
had been attacked in the past two 
months. 
T h e wife and son of the premier 
have been called home from Paris, 
it was announced. 
It was feared 
his fever would be complicated with 
an old heart ailment.

One of the authorities on urban 
sociology was asked by The Modern Woof!man for his views on 
the subject. 
He said: 
“The grouping of people in different activities is greater in 
the United States than in any other part of the world. 
It is the 
natural outcome of American life. 
It is true that a cursory view 
of a cynic might result in such a statement as you say has been 
exploded by the editor in question. 
The question is not the num­ 
ber of organizations, hut the interest aroused in each. 
Churches 
with but a few member*, for instance, you will find doing much 
good, due to the fact that the very smallness of the number of the 
affiants arouses in each a sense of individual responsibility which 
is not and can not he found in larger congregations, 
lf it conics 
to the question of what a person is willing to sacrifice for the pro­ 
motion of something in which he really is interested, you can point 
to the sacrifices made and the individual contribution to the sup­ 
port of this church as compared to the average sacrifice and con­ 
tribution made in the larger unit. 
“The fact that the congregation is small is not the governing 
factor of the measure of its usefulness. 
If it he admitted that the 
purpose of the organization is the moral uplift of the people, a 
closer contact one with another in a personal interest in each other 
as well as in the cause can not fail to produce results. 
I*>t it be 
granted that a great pulpit orator can not he afforded by so meager 
a body. I insist that the value of a church is not in the pulpit ora­ 
tor, but in the spirit which underlies the people in the church or­ 
ganization. 
“And I might say in passing that in my day as an attorney at 
law I have heard some of the finest arguments made to a jury of 
six in a justice of the peace court. There is scarcely a lawyer of 
experience who will not tell you that it is not the numbers on the 
jury that count. 
If the church goes upon the same theory its in­ 
fluence will more likely change the life trend of the individual than 
the wholesale literary product of the man who speaks to a body of 
people who study the weather predictions before making up their 
minds to go to church, and then go simply as a matter of duty. 
“I have in mind now a church which has a wonderfully fine 
preacher, a Doctor of Divinity, if you please. It has a listed mem­ 
bership up towards a thousand. 
The congregation on Sunday 
mornings will run possibly 250 or 300. 
Where are the others? 
The membership has no sense of individual responsibility. 
Here 
is another church with a membership of IOO, with at least seventy- 
five of them there at the services and each one of them interested 
and working in some of the church’s activities. 
I am not declar 
ing against the church with the larger congregation as not being 
of service, bul the relative good done by the smaller congregation 
which your editor would obliterate is so much greater that the 
community can not afford to be Without its contribution to the 
moral influences of the town. 
“Now, take your luncheon clubs. You say he complains that 
there are too many of th* rn iii his town. The question is not as to 
whether there1 are too many, but as to whether each is function­ 
ing and calling to its activities the interest and effort of the mem­ 
bers, or a considerable portion of them. All of t hem are based on 
fundamental ideals of service. 
The chances are one hundred to 
one that the men officering and directing these several clubs would 
not be devoting that or any other hour of the day to thought in this 
direction, were it not for the opportunity and urge offered by the 
club to which they belong. 
“Your lodge is in the same situation, 
lf it functions at all it 
is affording opportunity for some men to have charge of its af­ 
fairs. The educational value of these groupings have never been 
given credit for tin1 educational value they are to the men who be­ 
come interested, are compelled to learn the ritual and thus are 
made familiar with languages and ideals which would not be 
brought to them without this body sought and received their sup­ 
port and interest. Al! the rituals of these bodies with which I am 
to any degree familiar teach high ideals and excellent tenets. The 
constant giving of these, the development of the individuals Inn­ 
ing the responsibility, the expression of the principles, the inter­ 
est aroused iii the other fellow’s needs, the social life growing out 
of the association, all these and more are the fruits of the lodges. 
You can not say that this is not a valuable result of the lodges, 
even if the membership happens in that particular community to 
be small. 
“Therefore, tilt1 question as to whether a community is over­ 
organized bes in whether the organizations are fulfilling the pur­ 
pose for which they were created. 
I belong to quite a number of 
societies and clubs which, naturally means that I can not give in­ 
dividual effort to each. 
But there are men who are doing (lie 
work in each, and in most of them are doing it well. 
My support 
to them is largely one of interest in that which they stand for and 
what they are trying to do for the good of the world. 
Some of 
them are small in numbers in my town, but they are all parts of 
larger movements and they form my town’s contribution to the 
general work ot all the men and women in file United States hav­ 
ing the same general purpose.

Services were to be con­ 
ducted at 4 p. rn. today from the 
Methodist church. Pillager. 
The funeral of Miss Esther Erick­ 
son will be conducted tomorrow aft 
ernoon at 2:15 o'clock from the resi­ 
dence at 316 North Tenth street and 
at 2:30 o’clock from tile Bethlehem 
Lutheran church. 
Interment will be 
at Evergreen cemetery. 
Last rites for Miss Alvina Daniels 
will be held tomorrow at 8 a. rn 
from the St. Fran cis Catholic church 
with interment at Evergreen ceme­ 
tery. 
The three came to their deaths 
when the Hudson sedan they were 
riding in sideswiped a truck owned 
by J. C. Nunn of Fergu s Fails. 
Lawrence, age about 36, a rn iii 
with a wife and young child, met in 
stan t death, his head being crushed.

Miss Alvina Daniels, aged 19. died 
on the way to the hospital. 
She did 
not regain consciousness after 
the 
crash. 
The six other occupants of the car 
were injured, reports today indicat 
ing that all will survive. 
Mrs. Clara Delaney, 29, wife of 
L. B. Delaney, 1314 Fourth Avenue 
South, Minneapolis, a sister of Miss 
Erickson, received scalp wounds and 
head injuries. 
Mrs. Ole Peterson, resident near 
Stoner Dam, west of Brainerd suffer­ 
ed from scalp and bead wounds with 
left shoulder and left hand injuries. 
H er daughter, Miss Alice Peterson, 
17, had head and spine injuries. 
John Lindbohra, of St. Paul was 
reported to have chest injuries. 
H arry Kennedy, of Staples, was 
reported to have slight injuries. 
An unknown Staples man received 
slight injuries. 
He left the hospital 
a short time after being admitted 
without giving his name. 
According to the story of Mrs. De­ 
laney, as given to Sheriff Claus A. 
Theorin, the party of five women 
motored to the Pillager fair with two 
Brainerd men and on their return to 
Brainerd stopped at tin* Little Pine 
dance pavilion in Cass county.

Brainerd men did not dance and re­ 
turned home. 
At the dance she met 
Law rence who offere to take the five 
women home to Brainerd. 
Lawrence, according to the story 
told by Mrs. Delaney, was driving at 
high speed, 50 miles an hour and 
sw erving from side to side. 
They 
passed a car and shortly after saw 
the truck approaching. 
The girls yelled to Lawrence, sh.* 
said, to keep his side of the road an i* 
he replied: 
“ I can judge my dis­ 
tance.” 
There was a crash as the sedan 
sideswiped 
the 
truck, 
tore 
off 
its 
running board and dipped under the 
truck platform. Heavily loaded v it a 
furniture, tho truck was tipped on 
its side in the middle of the road. 
Ted Knott, Fergu s Falls, driver and 
S. C. Lewis. Duluth salesm an who 
owned furniture anil was moving to 
Fergus Falls, were uninjured. 
The 
truck is a Graham two and a half
